that range cattle suffered hut very little. 
Citrus fruit and gar­

Many breeders 
and 
back-yard 
poultry-raisers 
plan 
to 
do all their hatching during March. 
Select the best and most attractive 
males and females to 
be 
used 
in 
breeding. 
Do not 
use 
eggs 
for 
hatching purposes from the general 
run of the flock. Use only the hens 
of good size, 4-pounds for Leghorns, 
7 1-2 pounds for 
Plymouth Rocks, 
7-pounds for Rhode Island Reds, and 
corresponding size hens for the oth­ 
er breeds. 
Do not use pullets if 
such can be avoided. 
Care Well For Breeder*. 
Vigor is of great im portance in 
breeders. 
Select 
for 
this factor 
first. 
A healthy vigorous hen will 
produce eggs that in turn will pro­ 
duce strong, healthy, vigorous, eas­ 
ily-raised chics. 
Use 
hens in the 
breeding pens that lay large, good 
shaped, properly-colored eggs. These 
factors 
seem 
to 
be 
preventable, 
therefore, using eggs for hatching 
purposes th at do 
not 
conform 
to 
these requirem ents will be the means 
of 
perpetuating 
very 
undesirable 
haracters. 
Best results are obtained 
where 
breeders are kept in 
small groups, 
in warm houses, with plenty o f good 
range. 
By all means keep the houses 
clean, sanitary and free from ver­ 
min. If the laying house is thorough­ 
ly cleaned during the month, with 
new hay placed 
in 
the nests, and 
fresh, clean, crisp litter scattered 
over the floor, then the problem of 
lice, mites and vermin 
during 
the 
coming warm months will be 
re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
Keep Flock* in Shade. 
Remember that during 
the 
hot, 
summer months, that are not so far 
away, the laying stock and growing 
stock will need to be protected from 
the severe, hot daily sunshine. P re­ 
pare now to provide proper condi­ 
tions so that when such weather ar­ 
rives the birds will be properly car­ 
ed for. Plant quick and luxuriant- 
growing plants, crops and 
shrubs. 
Corn makes excellent 
shade 
and 
produces chicken feed at the same 
time. 
The same is true of sunflow­ 
ers, sudan grass, milo 
and 
kafir. 
Some poultry raisers plant 
giant 
castor-bean 
plants about the 
yard 
and runs. 
Canna lilies are 
also 
most attractive and successful 
for 
such purposes. 
Feed the 
breeders 
a ration that will 
enable 
them 
to 
keep up body m aintenance as they 
should and at the same time 
pro­ 
duce good hatch?Kle eggs 
in 
the 
quantities 
desirer. 
Do not force 
breeders to lay as 
vily as 
you 
might pullets or 
market-egg stock. 
Five-Day Holding Limit. 
Do not hold eggs longer 
than 5- 
days before setting. 
Keep in a cool 
place and turn daily. If hens 
are 
used, select those that 
are 
well- 
feathered, of good sized-body and 
of a gentle, un-exeitable disposition. 
Set the hen on the ground in a quiet 
secluded, 
protected 
place. 
Have 
drinking water 
available 
at 
all 
times. 
It is also well to place 
a 
small am ount of hard grain that the 
bird may eat 
as 
desired. 
Before 
setting the hen, thoroughly and care­ 
fully dust with sodium flomide 
or 
some good lice powder. 
Set the hen 
late in the evening. 
A good 
prac­ 
tice is to set two hens at the same 
moment, then at hatching time, give 
all the chicks to one. 
Alway* Insert New Wick. 
If the incubator is used, carefully 
examine to see if any parts are mis­ 
sing or worn out. Replace such parts 
at once. 
Examine the therm om eter 
and be sure it is in perfect working 
order. 
In machines operated by a 
w afer disc therm ostat be sure that 
the disc is not empty. 
The alcohol, 
ether or similar 
substance 
inside 
these therm ostats 
evaporates 
very 
easily through the smallest hole or 
break. 
See that the heater is operating 
properly. 
Place a new wick in the 
burner. 
Never start a new hatch 
on the rem ainder of 
a 
previously- 
used wick. 
Operate the 
incubator 
two or three days before placing the 
eggs in same. In fact, n o egg should 
go into a machine until it has been 
possible to m aintain a steady tem-

perature for 24-hours or more. Reg­ 
ulate the machine before the eggs 
are put in, not after. 
Test the ther­ 
mometer. 
Possibly it is broken or 
at least does not register accurately. 
Compare it with a reliable medical 
therm om eter in a pan of water. An 
instrum ent registering 2 or 
3 
de­ 
grees too high or the same number 
of degrees too low will ruin a possi­ 
ble hatch and cause the loss of many 
valuable eggs. 
Study Your Chick Feed. 
Determine now now many pullets 
vou wish to have 
next 
November, 
presuming that 20-good pullets may 
be produced from 
100-eggs, 
then 
plan accordingly for the number you 
desire. 
B etter estimate a little too 
long and have a few good pullets 
and cockerels to sell next November. 
They, will, no doubt, pay for all or 
most of your expense 
of 
hatching 
and possibly of raising. 
Study over the feeds and rations 
to be fed the chicks th at are realiz­ 
ed from the hatchery. Place your or­ 
der early for starting feed, 
w ater 
fountains, mash hoppers and other 
necessary supplies. 
A few moments 
spent in careful planning 
of 
the 
coming year’s work at this time will 
be the most profitable and valuable 
of the entire year. 
A good pullet is 
about 7-months old or older before 
she can be expected to start produc­ 
ing. 
Therefore if you want 
your 
this year’s pullets to be laying 
in 
October and November, 
plan 
your 
hatches 
now 
accordingly. 
Early 
hatched chicks are 
easily 
reared, 
provide good, attractive early broil­ 
ers and can be produced at the least 
expense. 
If you intend purchasing day-old 
chicks or hatching eggs, place your 
order now with the breeders so as 
to insure delivery when desired. 
A 
good pullet should produce 18 to 20 
eggs during March; a good hen 15 to 
17 eggs. 
During this 
month, 
25- 
good hens will consume about 62 to 
75 pounds of grain and 
the 
same 
am ount of mash, a total of about 
125 to 150-pound» of feed for the 
thirty-one days. 
They should pro­ 
duce at least 360-eggs.

Carolina 575,000 spindles and 12,- 
000 looms are definite goals for the 
year of 1923. 
Owners Moving Southward 
The outstanding feature of the 
year was the tendency of New' Eng­ 
land cotton 
mill 
owners to move 
southward, where 
climate, 
labor, 
raw m aterial, and available electric 
power can be had in adequate quan­ 
tities. 
Some of the New England 
cotton m anufacturers have already 
announced building 
plans 
in the 
South and every day there are re­ 
ports of others to follow in their 
steps. 
Another 
commanding tend­ 
ency of the year was the drifting 
toward the 
m anufacture 
of fine 
fabrics. 
There was a time when it 
was thought that 
the 
South could 
make only the coarser fabrics, but 
that time has 
gone 
and for many 
years an 
excellent 
medium grade 
fabric has been made and now many 
of the mills are m anufacturing the 
finer fabrics. 
Dotted throughout 
the South are fine yarn and cloth 
mills and others in the process of 
construction. 
Practically 
all 
the 
mills (103) in Gaston county, N. C., 
are fine product concerns. 
Some of 
the Texas mills have seen the ad­ 
vantages of 
better 
grade fabrics 
than duck and are m anufacturing 
denim, chambray, stripes and finer 
yarns. 
Several are making ratine 
and the new mill in New Braunfels 
will start up in the m anufacture of 
gingham. 
Why Not No. 24 for Bryan? 
North Carolina 
easily 
retains 
first place among the states of the 
South and 
in 
the 
country iii the 
m atter of new mill construction and 
in the consumption of raw cotton. 
South Carolina has second place in 
both these matters. 
Texas produces 
one third the world cotton and our 
standing in the list of cotton m anu­ 
facturing and consumption should 
be at the top of this list. 
The time 
is approachig rapidly for the devel­ 
oping of the cotton mill industry in 
our home state. 
Texas has 23 cot­ 
ton mills, operating and under con­ 
struction. 
Why not put No. 24 In 
Bryan. 
Bonham, Texas, a cotton 
mill town of 6008 population, will 
soc n have her second 
cotton mill.

“dehorned/' or at least a part of 
the orchard be treated in this man­ 
ner as u dem onstration project, as­ 
suring the owner that he would be 
glad to come back in two years ami 
oat peach cobbler made from the 
tree# which the owner might think 
had been ruined, by the “dehorn­ 
ing process.

The Senate did not act on its bill 
on the same subject. 
In spite of determined and unex­ 
pected opposition, the bill was en­ 
grossed by a vote of 110 to l l .

motion to suspend the house rules

carried by a vote of 108

finally passed, 
with 107 
votes to IO against it. 
In each case 
the vote was more than the two- 
thirds necessary to pass over the 
Governor’s veto, if he does not ap­ 
pl ove the bill.
